By the daily and unwearied Practice of the two former, 
while he was in his Travels, and after his Return, he became 
not only well skill'd in Military Matters, but alſo in ſeveral 
Arts and "Tongues: and as efteem'd ſtrong and valiant in 
Body, ſo powerful in Mind and Counſel, At length he with 
Henry Haward or Howard Earl of Surrey, (who alſo had tra- 
vell'd into Italy, and there taſted the ſweet and ſtately Mea- 
ſures and Style of the Italian Poëſie) being eſteem'd to be 
the firſt Refiners of the Engliſb Tongue, Wyatt was introduc'd 
into the Court, was belov'd of King Henry VIII. who ho- 
nour'd him with the Degree of Knighthood, and ſent him in 
ſeveral Embaſſies beyond the Seas, which he very prudently 
perform'd with great Truſt to the Honour of his Maſter, But 
that which is here to be in a ſpecial manner marked, was 
his admirable skill in Poetry, which in his fuſt Years of 4

ſon he expreſs'd in ſeveral amorous Songs and Poems : with 
which, as alſo his witty Jeſts, the King himſelf being in an 
high manner delighted, they were ſo much admir'd by the 
Men of that, and the next Age, (tho' I preſume they are 
now loſt) that ſome have not ſtuck to report, that as Me- 
cænas, Ovid, Tibullus, &c. have been among the Latins moſt. 
famous for Elegy ; ſo Sir Thomas Wyatt the Elder, Henry 
 Haward Earl eee Sir Francis Brian of the Privy-Cham- 
ber to King Henry VIII. (and a Traveller in Mpxxv111.) Sir 
Philip Sydney, George Gaſcoigne Eſq; &c. have among the 
Engliſh been moſt paſſionate to bemoan the Perplexities of 
Love.

Charters made by divers Kings and other Illuſtrious Perſonages 


to Shirburne Abbey. I ſuppoſe therefore that Roger Poure built 


' his Caſtle on the ſame Ground, on which the former Caſtle had 


been erected, and perhaps there were at that time abundance of 
Ruins remaining of the old Caſtle, which might be made uſe 
of upon this occaſion, As for the ſaid Book of Charters, it is 


a very valuable MS. and it does not ſeem to me to have been 
ever ſeen, at leaſt not made uſe of, either by Mr. Leland, Mr. 
Dedfworth, Sir William Dugdale, or by any of our eminent An- 
tiquaries that have written of our Religious Houſes, From this 
Book it is manifeſt that tho* Reger Poure, Biſhop of Sarum, was 
a great Benefactor to the Abbey, yet that it had been built long 
before by Vn Biſhop of Shirburn, namely in the Year 998. at 


which time King Atbelred gave him leave to change the Secular 


Canons here into Benedictine Monks, which accordingly he 
forthwith did, and built another Monaſtery, which was after- 


wards inriched with a very conſiderable quantity of Lands, all 


which were confirm'd by Pope Eugene the III. in the Year 1145. 


being the XII. Year of King Szephen's Reign. The ſaid Biſhop 


Wikn is call'd Wilffinus by Malmsbury *, Wiffus by Leland +, 
and Wulffinus by Godwin f, and others; but in this Godwin is 
to be corrected that he makes him to have dyed in the Vear 958. 


whereas it is very probable that he did not enter upon his Bi- 


ſhoprick 'till ſome Years after that time, ſince, according to this 
Charter, he muſt have been living in the Year 998. Twould 


be a good piece of Service to Learning to have all the Charters 


of this venerable old MS. (which belongs to a very skillful An-

ed upon the more | have always admir'd) hath two thick 
Boards (each about an Inch in thickneſs) for it's Covers, 
and that they were joyn'd with the Book by large leather 
Thongs, which Boards are now, by length of Time, be- 
come very looſe. Tho' I have ſeen a vaſt number of old 
Books, and oftentimes examin'd their Covers, yet I do not 
remember that I ever faw Boards upon any of them of ſo 
reat thickneſs as theſe. This was the manner of Binding, 
it ſeems, of thoſe Times, eſpecially if the Books were books 
of extraordinary value as this is. Twas uſual to cut Let- 
ters in the Covers; and ſuch Letters were the better pre- 
ſerv'd by having them plac'd in ſome hollow Part, which 
might eaſily be made if the Boards were pretty thick. I 
ſuppoſe therefore that even the Copies of Gregory's Paſtoral 
that were given to Cathedral Churches by King Alfred had 
ſuch thick Covers alſo, that thereby the Ai/tels might be 
fix d ihe better. What makes me think fo is, that the Out- 
ſide of one of the Covers of this Book is made hollow, and 
there is a rude ſort of Figure upon a Braſs Plate that is 
faſten'd within the hollow Part. Which Figure I take to 
have been deſign'd for the Virgin Mary, to whom the Ab- 
bey was dedicated, Over it there was once faſten'd another 
much longei Plate, as is plain from the Nails that fix'd it, 
and from ſome other ſmall indications now exſtant. And 1 
this, *tis ikely was of Silver, and perhaps there was an Ana- 4 
thema againſt the Perſon that ſhould preſume to alienate it 
Ingrav'd us on it, together with the Name of the Perſon (who 
it may be was Roger Poure) that was the Donor of the Book.

where however he takes notice g that another Excellent An- 
tiguary, Mr. William IMyrley, did, for diverſion ſake, during 
his Abode in Balkol-College, make ſeveral Collections of 
Arms from Monuments and Windows in Churches and elſewhere 
in and near OxFoRD, and that at the ſame time he col- 
lected a great number of Remarks from Leiger-Books, that 
had formerly belong'd to Mongſteries in theſe Parts: all 
which Collections at length came into Mr. J/ood's Hands, 
and were of admirable ſervice to him in compiling not only 
the Athene but the Hiffory and Antiquities of OxFoRD.

Dr. John Cay of Cambridge, that they continue hitherto, as 
it were, unaniwer'd ; and there is Variety of other Parti- 
culars ſcatter d up and down the Mor, which with the Ap- 
pbendices clearly point out and diſcover to us the Original of 
many Places and Ciſtomes in and about that Univerſity, As 
by this Work the Author deſervedly obtain'd the Name and Re- 
putation of being a moſt indefatigable and 5#iliful Antiquary, ſo 
the Univerſity of OxFoRD, in token of their Eſteem and

CHARLES the Firſt) the Tower of the Church, and divers 


other Parts were ſtanding, as may be ſeen in the ſecond Vo- 
lume of the Monaſticon Anglicanum x, where they are delinea- 


ted by the Care and at the Charge of the late Mr. John Au- 


rey, who began the Study of Antiquities very early when he 
was Gentleman-Commoner of Trinity-College in OxFoRD, and 
had no inconſiderable Skill in them, as may appear from his 


Hiſtory of the Antiquities of Wilt-ſhire, his Native Country, 
now remaining in the Muſeum Afhmoleanum ; which Work 


_ tho' imperfect and unfiniſh/d, yet evidently ſhews that he could 


_ write well enough upon a Subject, to the Study of which he 


Was led by a Natural Inclination ; and the World might have 
juſtly expected other curious and uſeful Notices of Things 
from him, both with reſpe& to the Antiquities of OxroRD 
as well as thoſe in his own and other Countries, had not he 
» his intimate Acquaintance with Mr. Aſbmole in his latter 
| Years too much indulg'd his Fancy, and wholly addicted him- 
elf to the Ihimſeys and Conceits of Aſtrologers, Sooth-Sayers, 


and ſuch like ignorant and ſuperſtitious Writers, which have 


no Foundation in Nature, P tloſophy, or Reaſon. But not- 


withſtanding this unhappy Avuocation, which brought innu- 
merable Inconveniences along with it, he was otherwiſe a very 


ingenious Man, and the World is indebted to him for ſo care- 
Fully preſerving the Remains of this old Abbey of Oſuey, and 

for afliſting Mr. Mood and others in their Searches after Anti- 

_ quities, and furniſhing them with ſeveral excellent Memoirs 


concerning this as well as other Monaſteries of this Kingdom.

| pious and religious Lady, who is ſaid to have founded the 
Benedlictine Nunnery here, and at the ſame time to have built 
a convenient and decent Church, Twas conſecrated to the 


Honour of the Virgin Mary and St. John Baptiſt in the Year 


MCXxxXvIn. which was the fourth Year of the Reign of King 
Stephen. The Ceremony of Conſecration was perform'd with 
great Solemnity by Alexander Biſhop of Lincoln, (in whoſe 
Dioceſs the Nunnery was ſituated) the King himſelf, the Queen, 
the Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, and ſeveral others of the 
chief Nobility, as well as Prince Euſtace, the King's Son, be- 
ing perſonally preſent. At the ſame time many and large 
Contributions were made for Endowment of the Church and 
Nunnery, and Editha her ſelf became the firſt Abbes, tho 


we do not find what Contributions were made by her. With- 


out doubt they were very conſiderable, ſhe being, in all pro- 


bability, a Lady of Wealth and Fortune. This is certain, that 


the Ground, upon which this Nunnery ſtood, was not origi- 


nalh her's, but belong'd to one of the St, Johns, who, out 
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of his Zeal for promoting of Reli gion, was pleas'd to give 
it to this Lady in Frank-Almoigne for ever. Of all which 
there is a particular and diſtinct Relation in the Monaſticon ; 
where likewiſe the Names of the ſeveral Contributors or Be- 
nefactors at the Dedication, which fell out upon Eaſter-Eve 
are ſpecify'd out of the Regiſter of Godſeto; one of which 

| Benefaftors was Flibine Fitz-Godegoſe, who impropriated to 
it the Church of St. Giles in OxroRD, that himſelf had 
founded a little before, and gave beſides 18. Solidatæ of 

Land lying above South-Bridge in OxFoRD. We do not 
find where this Lady was buried; but, if I am not miſtaken, 
'twas at God/iow; and I conjectur'd that the Stone before 

mention'd might relate to her Foundation, and have been 
erected either before her Death, as 'tis frequent to have 
Honorary Monuments put up upon ſuch public Occaſions, or elſe 
to have been a Funeral Monument, and to have been plac'd 
ſoon after her Deceafe. But as this is nothing more than Con- 

jecture, ſo I am not fond of it; and the rather ſo becauſe 
Thomas Walſingham in his Upodigma Neuſtriæ tells à us in ex- 

\ preſs words, that this Nunnery of God/tow was founded by 
King Foln; thereby depriving Ida of the Honour due to 
her, and fixing it upon one of the Sons of King Henry the 
II“. to whom the famous Roſamund Clifford was Concubine, 
and was here buried. Walſingham farther adds, that the oc- 
caſion of the Foundation was, that Prayers might be put up 
for the Soul of the ſaid Roſamund. Why may not therefore 
the J in the Inſcription relate to King John, and be under- 
ſtood of him? Yet what is aſſerted in //alfingham is not to 
be ſo taken, as if King John were the Original Founder of 

this Nunnery, (it being plain from the Regiſter that he was 
not) but only that he became a conſiderable Benefactor to 
it, and inlarg'd the Revenues and Allowances that had been 
before ſettl'd upon it. Tis likely that he added a Chantery 
or Chapel for two or three Prieſis, and order'd a ſuitable Sa- 
lary for performing the proper Offices in behalf of Roſamund. 
Gratitude to the memory of his dead Father (beſides other 
Religious concerns) would not permit him to neglect this 
Act of Charity. Beſides we have other [n/tances of his per- 
forming the /zke Acts. I muſt however confeſs, that this

Lamps and Tapers; but twas, after it had continu'd in that 


condition for ſeveral Years, remov'd out of the Church by 


the expreſs Order and Direction of the Biſhop of Lincoln, 


who thought it a moſt abominable and inſufferable Propha- 


nation of the Church, that the Body of ſo debauch'd a Perſon 


ſhould remain in it.

But the latter poſſibly is the Epitaph that was fix'd in the

land, I think, ſaw the Stone himſelf, and he tells us that, 
when her Coffn was open'd, they found her Bones in it, and 
that a very ſweet Smell came from it. But he does not con- 


firm the vulgar ſtory of one of the preſent Stones being her 


: _ Coffin, but plainly diſtinguiſheth between both, making the 
Stone to be only a Sepulchral Monument. He has not thought 


fit to inform us what became either of the Coffin or the Stone; 
 tho' tis probable it fell into the Hands of ſome Zealots, who 


would not ſuffer any thing to eſcape their Fury and [ndigna- 


tion that they thought ſavour'd at all of Popery. Tis to that 
Fury that we owe, in great meaſure, the loſs of fo many 
noble Monuments, ſome of which have been reſcu'd from 


Deęſtruction by the laudable Induftry of Mr. Stowe, Mr. Weever, 
Mr. Somner, Sir William Dugdale, and others ; and more 
would have been handed down to Po/terity, had Mr, Wecver 
liv'd to finiſh his Travels, or to have publiſh'd another Vo- 
lume or two from his Collections, which, after his Death, 
came to his Nephew, Mr. Caltharn, who liv'd in Little-Bri-

The Academies and Gymnaſia amongſt the Greeks 


reaſon that their nt learned Men were buried in 
them, which would not have been permitted had they ſtood 
in the Cities, Buryal within them being prohibited by Solon's 
Laws. The ſame Prohibition alſo took place amongſt the 
Romans upon Promulgation of the XII. Tables, For that 
reaſon twas that Cicero built a mo/? goodly and pleaſant Houſe 


at Puteoli «, which he call'd Academia, by way of Alluſion 
to the College of that Name at Athens. Here he compil'd his 
Qudæſtiones Academicæ, and he intended to have been buried 
at it; but Providence decreed otherwiſe. 'T hoſe that cul- 


tivated Learning amongſt the Britains affected Privacy, and 


they cautiouſly avoided all Di/turbance in proſecuting their 


Studies, They delighted in Woods and Groves, and were 


much addicted to Meditation. Nothing could better ſuit with 


ſuch Tempers than the pleaſant Moods and Groves about Ox- 


FORD; whence 'twas that the Univer/ity was then ſtyl'd Bel- 
aſitum or Belleſitum, The Woods have been ſince deſtroy'd, 


but we have an Account of them in ſome of our Mriters. 
And that they might avoid the Noiſe of the Town they plant- 


ed themſelves at ſome diſtance from it. None were permit- 
ted to dwell amongſt them but Students, and ſuch as the Con- 
 wentences of Life requir d. Perhaps *tis upon this Account 

that *twas not made a Garriſon by the Romans. Being un- 


willing to create any Troubles to the Students, they might 


therefore forbid the Souldiers from ſettling at Ox FORD. 
Hence we may account for it's being omitted in Antoninus.

proper Order. "Tis for that reaſon that he is commonly 
reckon'd to have been the Fountzer. He fram'd new Orders 
and Sratutes both for preſerving the Hoſpital and for electing 
fit and proper Members. Queen Margaret at the ſame time 
ſhe founded the Hoſpital built alſo a convenzent Chapel; which 
being in a manner run to ruin in King Edward the Second's 
Reign, *twas then rebuilt ; for which p:vus End John the 
Son of Laurence Serthe (a Perſon of a religious and devout 
Life and Converſation) gave eighteen Marks, upon this 
Condition, that notwithſtanding at that time. he lay un- 
der no "oy Infirmities he might be elected into the H/ 
pital whenſoever a Vacancy ſhould fall out.

Endowments, and took care to ratify and confirm what had 
been proufly beſtow'd by their Ance/lors, The Saint, to 
whom the Chapel or Church, belonging to this pleaſant 
 Nunnery, was. dedicated, was St. Nicholas, as we are aſ-= 


ſur'd from the ſeveral Charters that are publiſh'd to this pur- 
poſe by the excellent Compilers of the Monaſticun. Yet ſome- 
times St, Mary is joyn'd with St. Nicholas; and in one of 
the Evidences both St, Mary and St. Edmund; not that this 
Chapel was dedicated to three different Saints, but becauſe 


perhaps there were three diſtinct Chapels or Churches that had 


all a Share in the Gift, Of what Bigneſs and Form the 
Chapel was at firſt we do not learn; but from ſome Cir- 


cumſtances in the Monafticon we may gather, that *twas | 
neither large nor beautiful. This was one reaſon that in 


the 
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the time of King Henry the III. the Nunns took care to 
have it rebuilt and inlarg'd to a decent, comely, and ligbt- 
ſome Fabrick; in carrying on and finiſhing of which they did 
not want ſeveral liberal and generous Tn: They had 
alſo the Countenance and Aſſi/tance of the Pope, who was for- 

Ward and willing to encourage ſo excellent and worthy a De- 
"ſign. That this might be the more conſpicuous, he iſſu'd 
out a Bull to the o—_— of Lincoln, Ely and Sarum, by 
virtue of which he took off the ſpace of ten Days Pen- 
nance from all ſuch as ſhould be pleas'd to become Bene- 
Factors to this new Work, There is no reaſon to doubt 
but it found it's intended Effect, and, it may be, more 
Money was rais'd than was ſufficient for defraying the whole 
Expenſes, and a good Sum reſerv'd for other Uſes. This new 
Chapel was ſituated in the ſame Place where the old one was, 
« namely on the South fide of the 8 Nunnery, The Ruins of 
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ee namely on the South fide of the Nunnery.] About a Quarter 
of a Mile Eaſtwards from this Place is another great Farm Houſe 
commonly call'd The Minſbery. And this moſt People affirm to 
have been properly the Nunnery of Littlemore, or Sandford. They 
add withal that this great Houſe by. Sandford Church is really the 
Remains of the old Preceptory. But what ſeems to make againſt 
the latter part of the Aſſertion is this, that the Knights Templars 
were ſuppreſſed in the Reign of Edaward II. and tho* the Houſe be 
very much ſhatter'd, yet it does not appear to me to have been 
founded 'till ſome Years after that time. There are alſo the 
Heads of veil'd Nunns fix'd on divers Places of the Out- ſide of it, 
thereby ſhewing that it belong'd to Nunns. But as to the former 
branch of the Aſſertion, I readily allow that the Minſbery was not 
only a Religious Houſe, but was likewiſe aſſign'd to the uſe of 
Nunns, Bones and Cofhns have been frequently found at it, as I 
have been often inform'd by Perſons of good Credit. So that 'tis 
likely the ſame Nunns had both theſe Places, and the Minſpery 
might have been the principal Houſe of the two. I cannot learn 
that ever any Reliques of Bodies or Coffins have been dug up either 
in, or by, the Chapel on the South Side of the Houſe by Sandford 
Church, and therefore am ready to imagin that *twas appropriated 
only to the Offices of Prayer, and that the Offices for the Dead 
Sc. were perform'd at the Minfhery, where there was a Cemitery 
proper for that purpoſe. But *tis hard to determine any thing from 
the Monaſticon where both Places are confounded together. 3 On 
the North Side of the Farm Houſe by Sandford out the Gate is cut

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it remain to this day, being turn'd into a Barn, and imploy'd 
to Prophane Uſes, as ſeveral other ſacred Remains of this ſort 
have been. This is one of thoſe ſmall Houſes that by virtue 
of the Pope's Bull were diflolv'd for the Uſe of Cardinal Wol- 
ey, who ſpent the Revenues upon his Magnificent College 
building at Oxrox D. As the Chapel is now ſtanding, ſo alſo 
is the Nunnery it ſelf, at leaſt a very great Part of it, with ſe- 
yeral of the Chis. FHower Amongſt other Rooms of the Nun- 
nery, there is one above Stairs all dark and intire, which is 
that in which the Nunns us'd to make their Confeſſions to their 
Ghoſtly Father. * „ ;

There is nothing extraordinary to be ſeen in the Church be- 
ſides ſome Monuments of the Powells, Lords of the Mannor

This Manner in old time belong'd to Sir Thomas de Sandford 
Knight, who in the Reign of King Stephen (or thereabouts) 
gave it to the Knights Templars, and fo it became a Pre- 
ceptorie for them. They had a Chapel here dedicated to St. 
Mary, and *tis likely that for that reaſon ſome of the Evi- 
dences quoted above mention St. Mary. But for a more 
particular, diſtinct and full Account of this Præceptorie 1 
ſhall deſire the Reader to conſult at his leiſure an old Regi/- 
ter in the BODLEJAN Library « (written, as I gueſs by 


the Hand, in the Reign of King Edward the Firſt) in 
which are contain'd at large the Fvidences concerning all 
the Lands that belong'd to this Præceptorie; by a diligent 


and careful looking oyer of which Regiſter the Antiqui-

| An Account of ſome Antiquities 
from OxFoRD, of which there is very little now remain- 
ing except one of the outer Gates ; but there were ſeveral 
Parts ſtanding when Mr. Wood began his Perambulation, 


and *tis one of the firſt Places that he diverted himſelf at, 


when he ſet about his Collections. Twas a moſt ſtately Mo- 
naſterie, and ſituated in a moſt delicious Place. Nor does the 
Pariſh Church of Eynſham afford any very material Obſerva- 


tions. There are three or four Inſcriptions in it that may be 
of uſe to an Antiguary; but the only one I ſhall tranſcribe 
at preſent is that upon a Braſs Plate that is fixt upon a Mar- 
ble Monument (to the Memory of Mr. William Emott, for- 
merly Fellow of Brazen-Noſe-College) at the Entrance into

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The Deſign in general is a Journey through England and 
Wales, for the Promotion of Learning and Trade, which in- 
deed are the Things chiefly aim'd at.

ſtrict Inquiry after all Curioſities both of Art and Nature,

ing his induſtrious Performances great numbers there were 
that never came to his Hands; and ſuch as did, quickly af-

ſpers'd again, great part of the MSS. in England are, as it 


were, loſt to the World, lying ſecretly in Corners and in 
private Hands, no Man knowing either what MSS. there be, 
or where to find them: it ſhall be one of the principal Ends 
of my Journey to ſearch all the Publick Libraries of Cathe- 
dral and Collegiate Churches, of the Colleges in each Uni- 
verſity, and other Publick Libraries whereſoever, and make 
diſtinct Catalogues of them all. And as for ſuch MSS. as 
ſhall be found in private Hands, it would not be amiſs if 
the Univerſity of Oxford would imploy me to buy up (if 


they cannot be begg'd) as many as can be purchas'd for the 


Bodlejan Library; and where they will by no means be parted 
with to procure leave (if worth while) that an Amanuenſis

Lead, what it is, and how it grows, being found only in 
England and no good Account given of it; of Fuller's-Earth, 
to be had at no Place but in Kent, as tis confidently aſſerted. 
Of theſe therefore I ſhall ſearch diligently in other Places. 
Of —_— and Lapis Calaminaris. the beſt in the World 
1s had at 
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Zendip-Hills. Here I ſhall inquire whether any 


ow Za. in England? Of the ſeveral ſorts of Ocres, yellow 
and red; of Tobacco-Pipe Clays; Sands for the Glass. 
ſuch as the White Sand at Maidſtone for Chryſtall, and a 
cCourſer ſort at Moolivich in Kent for Green Glaſs; of the 
Cole of Providence in Vales. I ſhall examin alſo the Soils 


ouſes, 


Where I find either Timber or Fruit-Trees to flouriſh ex- 


tremely, and ſo for all ſorts of Grain, and other Vegetables, 
as Hops &c, for the Direction of all Perſons to plant and 
ſow in the moſt agreeable Soils. For this purpoſe I have 


Un a competent Knowledge in fineing and ſeparating 


etalls, baking of Earths; and examining of Soils; and 


when at any time any thing conſiderable occurs I doubt not 
the Aſſiſtance of one of the moſt eminent Artiſts of England. 


After Metalls, Minerals, &c. it will not be improper to 
Inquire of Medicinal and Petrifying Waters, ſuppos'd to be 
made ſo by them. Of theſe there be many in England well 
known; but no doubt there are as many or more Aque in- 


cognitæ of concealed Worth and Virtue, and perhaps no- 


thing inferior to thoſe which in Fame are far above them.

Dr. Plot's Account a deſign'd Journey 
being the Cauſe of Godwin-Sands, To theſe I ſhall add all 
ſtrange Wells or Springs, the Fountain that takes Flame in 
Lancaſhire, Bone-HWell in Hereford-ſhire, the Springs at Le- 
mington and Newenham. Here alſo of Rivers that have any 
thing extraordinary that attends them, ſuch is that at Looſe 
in Kent that runs under Ground for a Mile together like the 
Guadiana in Spain, and then comes forth again. Another 
of the like nature in Surrey paſſes quite through a Hill. Of 


the Nai.bourn near Canterbury; a Rivulet which they have 


but once in ſeven or ten Years, it's Chanel is always appa- 
rent, and has a Bridge or two over it, but there never runs 
any Water (though there fall great Rains) but once in ſe- 
ven or ten Years, which is a notorious Truth.

The Teeth of Fiſh 
petrify'd in the Lfle of Shepey, call'd vulgarly Cramp- Stones, 
tor that they as ſecretly and certainly cure the Cramp as the 
Load-Stone draws Iron. Of all others that ſeem to be luſug 
Nature, ſuch are Afteria, 4/troitis, Brontia, Cornu Ammonis, 
Belemnites, Baſaltes, Piſolithos, with others that exceed the 
ordinary Rate of Stones, P/eudoadamas Chriftallus, Succinum, 
Marmor, Magnes, Of ſuch Stones alfo that ſeem to have 
been Wood petrify'd, ſuch are the Pillars in the Cloyſter at 
Canterbury, and ſuch moſt certainly are many of the Stones 
with which they ſay they make * of which they 
ſay there is more in the Iſle of Shepey than in all the World 
| beſide, therefore ſtrict ſearch ſhall be made upon other 
Shoars.
